Integrating  Soil,  Cover  and  Animal  Factors  in  Ir-H  Club  Activities 

Aiton  and  Tascher  sent  letter  to  all  soil  conservation  specialists  and  State 
li'-H  Club  leaders.  Replies  have  been  favorable  and  some  good  material  has  been 
received  from  States. 

E.  C,  Turner  stated  that  educational  value  of  many  feeding  projects  has  been 
lost.  We  go  out  too  much  for  the  grand  champion.  Some  reaction  against  these 
projects  — they  are  not  practical.  Cur  specialists  have  discussed  this  possi- 
bility: member  carry  a livestock  or  crop  project,  but  take  a look  at  the  whole 

farm.  Consider  the  land  and  other  assets;  take  inventory  of  present  situation 
and  determine  needs  insofar  as  long-time  conservation  planning  is  concerned 
(consider  suc)i  items  as  amount,, of  hay  produced  in  relation  to  needs  and  farm- 
ing within  capabilities'of  land).  Then  follow  up  by  showing  what  changes  are 
needed  to  fill  gap  between  the  situation  now  and  what  is  needed. 
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Thompson  remarked  that  this  idea  of  companion  projects  or  activities  sounds 
good, 

Campbell  said  that  Montana  specialists  agree  that  this  idea  of  integrating 
can  Lest  be  covered  with  activities  rather  than  proj  ects,  Have  developed 
some  outlines. 

Tascher  remarked  that  this  approach  could  get  complex  — need  to  give  atten- 
tion to  materials  and  methods. 

Dr.  German  stated  that  the  American  Plant  Food  Council  had  about  $75>00  budget 
and  were  ready  to  participate  in  a program  to  further  this  integration.  The 
Council  would  like  Extension  to  write  program.  Council  would  like  this  work 
definitely  tied  to  the  soil. 

Tascher  remarked  that  perhaps  we  have  not  emphasized  farm  forest  and  woodlot 
areas  enough.  They  are  very  important  from  water  conservation  and  use  stand- 
point. 

Chairman  Hill  referred  to  reports  on  integration  of  land,  forage  and  animals 
from  Oklahoma  and  Nebraska. 

The  committee  agreed  that  projects  or  activities  to  further  understanding 
between  the  relationships  of  land,  forage  and  livestock  should  be  developed 
in  the  States.  Tascher  should  keep  States  informed  as  to  progress  and  dis- 
cuss this  item  with  other  specialists  and  program  planning  groups  at  the 
Federal  office. 

Plans  for  h-H  Club  Uork  - American  Plant  Food  Council 

Dr.  Garman,  of  the  American  Plant  Food  Council,  indicated  that  the  $7500  would 
be  available  on  a fiscal  year  basis  beginning  July  1,  195^. 

The  program  of  integrating  soil,  cover  and  animal  factors  in  I4-H  Club  activi- 
ties and  its  relationship  to  proposals  made  by  the  American  Plant  Food  Council 
were  discussed,  and  the  committee  agreed  on  the  following: 

The  primary  need  at  the  present  time  is  to  stimulate  interest  in 
this  integration  work  on  the  part  of  State  and  county  extension 
leaders.  Perhaps  the  money  available  at  the  present  time  could 
best  be  used  in  the  development  of  a filmograph  to  be  supplemented 
by  simple  pamphlets  and  colored  slide  series.  It  is  important 
that  in  the  filmograph,  only  principles  and  general  subject  matter 
phases  be  developed  if  this  film  is  to  be  useful  in  all  areas. 

It  was  moved  by  Campbell  and  seconded  by  Turner  that  our  committee  suggest 
to  the  Extension  Subcommittee  that  a committee  be  appointed  to  work  in 
cooperation  with  Hie  American  Plant  Food  Council  in  developing  plans  for  the 
most  effective  educational  use  of  the  money  available.

Puerto  Rico  also  has 
program,  (Statistics  concerning  the  National  I4-H  Soil  and  Water  Conservation 
Awards  Program  are  on  file  with  the  Committee.)

Moved  by  Campbell  and  seconded  by  Robinson  that  we  urge  that  on  State  staff, 
someone  be  given  responsibility  of  coordinating  U-H  conservation  program, 

Ibtion  carried^ 
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Young  Outdoor  American  Program  - Izaak  Walton  League 

Foster  stated  that  the  basic  program  has  been  endorsed  by  major  youth  groups. 
Youth  leaders  like  the  idea  of  naming  their  own  delegates.  For  195U-5&  pro- 
gram, Izaak  Walton  League  directors  agreed  to  support  96  delegates;  U-H,  FFA 
and  Boy  Scouts  are  each  to  name  16  delegates,  the  remaining  i;8  to  be  selected 
through  Governor’s  committees  in  States,  The  at-large  idea  will  be  maintained 
to  assure  balance  between  groups  at  the  National  Convention, 

Moved  by  Thompson  and  seconded  by  Campbell :

Soil  and  Water  Conservation  in  Camping  Programs 

Robinson  reported  12,000,000  boys  and  girls  attended  camps  during  195b,  mostly 
for  pleasure.  The  American  Camping  Association  recognizes  six  objectives: 

(1)  Out-of-doors  (b)  Education 

(2)  Recreation  (5)  Social  adjustment 

(3)  Group  living  (6)  Conservation 

Many  States  have  suitable  camping  guides.  All  should  be  urged  to  prepare  them. 
These  might  include  soil  conservation  tour  guides  or  have  them  separate. 

Thompson  stated  that  the  Extension  Subcommittee  has  appointed  a camping 
committee  of  Thompson,  Foster,  R,  J,  Winters  (State  Club  Leader  of  N.  J„),  and 
E.  H,  (Duke)  Regnier  (Extension  Recreation  Specialist  of  Illinois). 

Moved  by  Robinson  and  seconded  by  Wilson  that  we  recommend  to  Extension  Service 
that  each  State  emphasize  conservation  activity  in  b-H  Canps.  Motion  carried. 

Recent  Changes  in  SCS  Policies  Significant  in  b-H  Club  Work  in  Soil  and 
Water  Conservation 

Hedge  reported:  No  change  in  policy  of  developing  individual  farm  soil  and 

water  conservation  plans  but  there  has  been  some>  change  in  how  we  get  there* 

In  1951  it  was  found  that  SCS  technicians  could  not  get  around  to  service  all 
requests  and  at  that  time,  progressive  farm  planning  was  developed.  This 
consisted  of  taking  the  farmer  where  he  is  at  present  and  progressively  make 
plans  over  several  years  and  contacts.  Then  the  SCS  was  given  responsibility 
of  technical  phases  of  ACP.  Now  SCS  is  moving  to  the  pattern  set  in  1951. 
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Three  general  classes  or  conditions  of  conservation  work  on  farms  are  recog- 
nized ; 

(1)  Initial  - 1 or  2 practices. 

(2)  Advanced  - Conservation  farming  guide  given. 

(3)  Basic  - Conservation  plan  made. 

Still  recognize  basic  1951  procedure  but  number  in  each  group  not  definite  — 
rather  total  number  of  individuals  cooperating  with  each  district  considered. 
Thus,  SCS  can  work  with  farmers  (including  lt-H  members)  who  are  not  develop- 
ing complete  plans. 

National  policy  is  broad  and  States  write  own  program.  Actual  conservation 
work  should  not  be  dene  until  farmers  understand  basic  conservation  concept. 

Visual  Aids  and  Other  New  Working  Materials 

Chairman  Hill  indicated  that  as  new  material  comes  from  States  to  Tas cher’s 
office,  he  and  Robinson  should  send  copies  to  extension  conservationists  and 
SCS  State  Conservationists.  Hill  also  indicated  that  one  of  the  problems  was 
to  interest  Home  Demonstration  Agents  and  women’s  groups  in  soil  conservation 
activities.  This  interest  will  be  reflected  in  l*-H  Club  work  in  soil  conser- 
vation. It  was  also  indicated  that  there  has  been  some  criticism  to  the 
effect  that  available  bulletins  and  other  subject-matter  materials  are  too 
general.  We  need  to  be  more  careful  in  making  our  bulletins,  etc.,  specific, 

Robinson  indicated  that  several  new  movies  are  available.  Prints  of  movies 
that  originally  were  in  regional  SCS  libraries  have  been  turned  over  to  States. 
In  some  cases,  they  are  at  the  State  Agricultural  College  office  and  in  other 
cases,  at  the  State  SCS  office.  The  committee  felt  that  this  fact  should  be 
called  to  the  attention  of  the  extension  soil  conservationists. 

Leadership  Development  for  U-H  Club  Work  in  Soil  and  Water  Conservation 

Thompson  indicated  that  Leaders  Manual  for  conservation  projects  are  still 
available  and  can.be  ordered  through  the  National  i|-H  Club  Committee. 

The  Firestone  Tire  and  Rubber  Company  is  interested  in  leadership  training. 

Hedge  indicated  that  there  is  a real  tie-up  between  leadership  training  insofar 
as  the  U-H  soil  and  water  conservation  project  is  concerned  and  the  soil  con- 
servation district  governing  bodies. 

Hedge  suggested  that  we  encourage  members  of  American  Soil  Conservation  Society 
and  other  professional  groups  to  assist  in  leadership  training  in  1*-H  soil  and 
water  conservation  work. 

Moved  by  Tume r and  seconded  by  Hedge  that  we  urge  State  Extension  leaders  to 
use  professional  people  in  leadership  conservation  training.  Motion  carried. 


SUMMARY  MEETING  AND  PREPARATION  FOE  DELEGATES*  SESSIONS  - June  21 

Hill 5 who  acted  as  chairman  for  previous  sessions,  indicated  that  insofar  as 
he  knew,  full  agenda  was  covered  and  action  taken  by  committee  where  needed* 

Tascher  is  to  advise  with  extension  soil  conservationists  and  li-H  supervisors 
on  distribution  of  reports  of  the  ii-H  Soil  and  Water  Conservation  Committee, 

Tascher  said  that  he  felt  we  needed  to  give  more  emphasis  to  woodland  areas 
in  conservation  program.  Hill  commented  that  we  have  reached  a point  where 
more  attention  must  be  given  to  the  water  conservation  phases  of  the  program, 

Tascher  proposed  that  one  of  the  State  extension  conservationists  act  as 
chairman  of  the  Committee  but  the  Committee  felt  that  Tascher  should  continue 
in  this  capacity. 

The  Committee  agreed  that  we  should  suggest  to  the  Extension  Subcommittee 
that  the  membership  of  the  U-H  Soil  and  Water  Conservation  Committee  be  rotated 
with  some  provisions  being  made  for  hold-over  members  each  year. 

Moved  by  Wilson  and  seconded  by  Hill  that  we  recommend  to  the  Extension  Sub- 
committee that  a definite  meeting  schedule  of  the  1±-H  Soil  and  Water  Conser- 
vation Committee  be  set  up  each  year  in  connection  with  the  National  i|-H  Club 
Camp  and  if  possible,  that  the  Committee  have  opportunity  of  meeting  one  day 
in  advance  of  Camp  opening.  Motion  carried.
